Duke 
Charles of Eſter gutland after the death of bis bzother ſends 
into Poland lo bis Nephew Sigiſmond tocometa receaue 
the Crowne al Swethland, Sigiſmond takes beauly the 
death of his Father. and deuines befoze hand of the troubles 
that followed in that kingdome: Great pꝛeparation is made 
foz his iourneꝝ into Swethland, and doubting ol bis vnckles 
minde 3 pꝛoiedes, carrieth a great power of Poles with bim 
to pꝛeuent all daungers.

To 
whom thep ee ee de Du | 
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all likelyhoods aimed at the Crowne, thathe had pal 
parte of the money due to the Souldiours ont of the Kene- 
nues ol the Dukedome,tod2aw their affections to him, that 
he ſougbt to further the State, and wealth ofthe Commons 
moze then ſtod with the loyall nature of a Subfec, that be 
kept the Pozteand & tate ofaKingrather then a Deputte, 
and that it was not like he would long peeld his horoꝛs vnto 
Uaſlalage, whoſe ſoztunes in ſucha minde and State as his 
might attaine toDoneralgnty/if pꝛeuention were not ſpee- 
Llp made. The Dake intercepts theſe lettere,and ſends 
them incloſed in his own vnto the King; to whom he wzites 
very humbly, and with all pzoteRations of duty, and allea- 
gance: the king receanes the letters, but belecuesthe Lozts 
and diſti uſteth the Duke, (cndeth fecretly to the Commiſ⸗ 
floners that they ſhould ſodatnelp ſurpꝛiſe him, depoſe him 
from his gonernement,and to that end he ſent his authozity: 
and finally to keepe him pꝛiſoner, his wiſe and childꝛen, du⸗ 
ring life in a caſtle built of porpoſe fog that ffratageme 
within the dukedome of Litco : Oh that the nature offoz- 
tune ſhou'd be ſo fickle and vncertaine, neuer ſingular either 
in her frowncs 02 fauours, but that commonlp in the height 
of any hope it pzodnceth ſome croſſe accident of vnhappy 
miſfortune. * 

The Dake notwithſfanting hauing intelligence of this 
plot, beganne to loke about him,haſted into his owne tuke- 
dome andraiſcda great power ofmen, Dome ſap that if hee 
had but ſtaide one hower longer in Vpfale, ide plot had 
beene effected, and the Duke viterly bndone. © The Lozds 

_—were in a maze vpnthe Dukes departure, knowing that 
their deniſe was diſcouered, they now perceaued their 'owne 
weakeneſſe to te ſiſt the Duke, being in power, place and 
opinion, and farre aboue them, And though they has the 
Kings authoꝛitp, yet was he farre from them, and they ner 
vnto their danger, they knew nt well what ccurſe to take, 
ſometimes they purpoſedtoflie to the King, and then they 
eared the wales were fozelayd. To ſtap inthe Caſtle of 
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V pſale were noſafety, it being a place of pleaſure, hof of 
defence : whereupon they determ ned to depart from thence: 
Lhe of them vnto the Calle of V/V aiten in the Duke-

From hence the Duke ſent letters to the Ring, infezming

ſturbance of his Maieſties peace. noꝛ to make any innoua⸗ 
tion in the Land, beſeechimn g him that no falſe oꝛ fained ſug⸗ 
geſtions of his aduerſaries.,might ſtand as a barre. bet wixt 
bis Paieſties grace towards him and bis .owne fidel(tie: 
Affirming further that it lay in his po wer to ſtopp their paſ- 
ſage into Poland and that bee would at the Kings pleaſure 
diſperſe bis loꝛces, ſurrender vp the caſtles, that he had taken, 
be content toreſigne his charge ol gouerument, to whõ ſdeuer 
it pleaſed the King, Pꝛouided that hee might bee aſſured. ol 
the quiet enioyment and peaceable poſſeſſion, of ſuch Lands 
and hono2s,as he was boꝛn vita by Nature:and this(quoty 
be) à learne ofneceſſity, which teacheth euery creature to de⸗ 
fend it felfe. 

The King receiues the Dukes letters, but glues no cre⸗ 
dit to bis pꝛeteſtations. During the time of the Dukes ſtay | 
inthe City of Calmer, and underſtanding of manp diſo2- 
ders, and mildemeanoꝛs that were commitedin a Nunnery, 

ſtanding in the Towne,Onedaye Came to viſit the Nuns, - 
accompanied with certaine gentlemen ofhis houſe, andvn- 
derſtanding ſome ol their mindes to be diſcontent with their 
o2ders,and ſome of their bodies well knowne tothe Friers, 
diſſolues the Hunnery, and tranſpoſeth the Nunnes, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to their own diſpoſing, Dome into othernunneries,ma- 
yy to their Friends, the moſt to Mariages. The King by 
this time had anſwered the Dukes letters verp coulozably, 
that hee was ſo2rp fo2 the iarres that happened betweens 
him, and the Loꝛds, That as ſoone as his buſineſſe would 
glue himleaye, he would viſit the Loꝛdes, and him. In the 
meane time he requeſted that hee would deliner Harrour- 
bell, oz intreat him kindly. The Duke though hee belceued 
not what the King had wzirten, yet hee reteaues the letters 
gladly, and honour ably ſeaſted the meſſenger, In this time 
another dangerous plot was laide, to entrappe Duke 
Charles, and toenfozce him P2ſſoncr,jn the Caſtle ol Litto 


afozelatd, whereupon there were fozces-very ſecretly, and 
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The Warres - 
ſodaſnelp raifed in Finland, The king batung a purpoſe fo 
winne to that powze,other fozces that he meant himſelfe to 
bꝛing out of Poland, and appointed a dap of meeting in 
Stock-holland,

haus miniſired matter fo2 the Duke to ſuſpect his deuice, 
The Finland Fleete being vpon the Coaſt ſome fewdaies 
befoze the day appointed, the Duke baung ſurniſhed the 
Naup with men and munſtion, toke the Oppoztunit ie ol 
Time, and with all expedition made haſt to meete them be ⸗ 
foze their iopning with the Kings power, with whome had 
they met, they had put the Duke to a great hazard, The 
Finland Fleet conſiſted of thz& ſcoꝛe and ten ſails moſt of 
them veſſels of great burthen,andin them 1 4 thouſand figh- 
tung men, the Dues fozees by. Bea were ſcarce ſo many. 
The Duke demdes his Nauy into two parts, the Fiu⸗

the ſi ont ol his Navy, as his aduerſaries did, doubting leaſt 
he ſhould be engirt. The tharge being giuen by tde Duke

friendes,thatcounſelled him either to take vpon bim the ſo⸗ 
ueraigntee,o2 at leaſt to maintaine himſelſe in his place, ass 
wellfoz their lines as his owne,bauing all gane ſo farre that 
they could not retyre without irreuocable danger, is cou⸗ 
rage ouercomming bis leare, and the reſpec of the general ⸗ 
ty aboue bis own partitular, he reſolaedtop2ofecute the war 
but pet in ſuch manner, that al the waꝛlde might vnderſtand

And though the Town was ſurely guarded by tbe King,and 
alwaies by him fozelapd, to intercept all newes, vet a cer⸗ 
taine Towneſman vndertoke to carry the Dake intelli⸗ 
gence therof, with the conſent of the pʒinctpall in rde Town, 
ſuch was the loue they bare vnto him. The Meſſenger be- 
cauſe he could not paſſe the pozts was let downe at a pꝛiuie, 
toyning to the Towne Malle, andhaning paſt the kings

Cbus all parts ol the Army beeing aſſaulted, that befozs 
was wearp, weake, and fainte, thzough a long Marche, they 
were ſodenlp put into ſuch a lear, as begat much amazement 
in them, ſu as men deſperate ol all hope to reſiſt, they flong 
away their weapoas and fled, hoping to ſane themlelnes that 
way, mherem was leaſt hope of ſafeguard. The Duke did 
what lay — flying Donldſers. But in 
this perplexed face of flight, where nothing but the Cara- 
ers offeare and deſpaire could be ſene, no woꝛds could ſuf- 
fice, noz anpcommanders tongue be regarded, but in this 
confufed manner they ran vponthetr deaths, whilſt the ene- 
my ſtood ready toreceaue them.
